THE  PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER ,  INFECTIOUS

During  the  year  under  revision,  measles  and  whooping  cough 
became  epidemic;  872  cases  of  measles  and  135  cases  of  whooping 
cough  were  notified. 

DIPHTHERIA.  2  cases  only  notified.  One,  a  child  just  over  a  year  old, 

the  other  a  girl  of  18. „ Neither  had  been  immunized,  both 
recovered. 

SCARLET  FEVER.  52  cases  have  been  notified,  all  recovered.

Artificial  Immunization  against  Diphtheria. 

Up  to  the  middle  of  this  year  the  immunizing  of  children 
had  been  carried  out  by  general  practitioners  in  their  'own  surgeries, 
with  very  poor  response.  Since,  clinics  have  been  held  at  schools 
and  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  the  response  has  been  much,  better.
